WE HAVE BEEN INFORMED IN CONFIDENCE BY OUR SUDANESE COLLEAGUES 
THAT AN ETHIOPIAN MISSION LEFT ADDIS FOR KHARTOUM ON MARCH 10 TO 
CARRY FORWARD EVENTUAL NEGOTIATIONS WITH REPRESENTATIVES OF THE 
ERITREAN INSURGEDNCY. AS OF MARCH 1 1 OUR SUDANESE COLLEAGUES HAD 
AS YET RECEIVED NO RPT NOT BACKFEED FROM THEIR GOVERNMENT AS TO 
THIS PROCESS. WE WOULD EXPECT THE DELEGATION INITIALLY TO DEAL 
WITH OUE SUDANESE AND THEREAFTER TO PURSUE SUCH CONTACTS WITH THE 
ERITREAN INSURGENT REPRESENTATIVES AS MIGHT BE FEASIBLE. THE 
DEPARTMENTWILL RECALL (PARA 7 REF A) THAT THE ETHIOPIAN 
DELEGATION LIKELY REMAINS PREPARED ONLY TO ENGAGE IN DISCUSSIONS 
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"WITHIN THE FRAMEWORK OF ETHIOPIAN UNITY." 
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
